In his first formal statement is- 
sued since his organization went 
under fire, Colonel W. J. Simmons, 
¢mperial wizard of the Ku Klux 
Klan, called on all of his follow- 
jets to be prepared for further at- 
tacks, not only on the order, but 
on the men who head it. At the 
same time he declared that the klan 
would welcome any investigation 
by the United States department of 
justice as had been intimated was 
possible. The imperial wizard de- 
ciared that he would throw open 
his books and records to the depart- 
ment investigators, confident that 
such an inquiry would result in a 
complete exoneration of the order. 

He declared that he is personally 
investigating the charges brought 
against Edward Young Clarke, the 
imperial kleagle, and Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Tyler, one of the heads of the 
klan’s publicity department. The 
wizard gives it out as his personal 
belief, though, that both officers 
are true and asserts that he hag ev- 
ery confidence in their integrity. 

His statement in full follows: 

“The Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan welcome any impartial § in- 
, vestigation of its order and is in- 
deed glad that the United States 
department of justice will proba- 
bly conduct a thorough and rigid 
investigation of its activities 
throughout the United States. 

Will Assist in Probe. 

“This investigation by the fed- 
eral authorities, if made, which we 
sincerely hope will be done, will 
receive every assistance from the 
klan and all its members, our 
books and records being open to 
Khe authorities. The investigation 
when finished will show clearly the 
noble purposes that actuate the 
order. . 

“When attacks against the kilan 
made by a certain New York news- 
paper are finished, the klan will 
then, through the imperial wizard, 
issue a statement showing the fal- 
sity of these charges, the true 
workings of the klan and that it is 
an order solely of pure American- 


ism and patriotism. It will also be 
shown and proven that there is a 


well-organized conspiracy to de- 
_stroy the klan and the purposes 
back of this will also be shown 
ahd proven. 

“The klan has not been halted 
under these malicious attacks and 
is receiving more new applications 
for membership than ever before. 
To the more than several thousand 
loyal klansmen in the United States 
no assurance of our lofty purpose 
is necessary. To the great Ameri- 
can people, who stand for a square 
deal, we ask that they withhold 
their judgment until all facts are 
in their possession and we assure 
them that they will be given these 
facts. 

“The character attacks made 
against Edward Young Clark, ime 
perial kleagle, and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Tyler are being carefully investi- 
gated by the klan. We do not be- 
lieve them true and have every con- 
fidence in their integrity. The im- 
perial wizard, when this investiga- 
tion is completed, will issue a state- 
ment fully covering the matter. 

” Knowledge of Methods, 

“We advise all klansmen and al) 
people to be prepared for other 
cowardly and false character at- 
tacks against other officials of the 
klan as we have full knowledge of 
the methods being pursued by our 
enemies to check tne growth of this 
great American institution formed 
for the sole purpose of fostering 
Americanism and patriotism. We 
have in our possession positive 
proof that these cowardly attacks 
will be made, and the papers and 
“organizations back of them know 
before they are published of their 
falsity.

Good liquor 1s cheaper and moré 
easily obtained in the state of 
Washington now than before nation-| 
al prohibitlon went, more or less 
theoretically, into effect.

Weather Records 
Are Shattered 
By This Month 


90 
Degrees During 16 Days to 


Thermometer Reaches 


Date in September. 


In this year of records’ with 
“Babe” Ruth swatting more home 
Tuns than ever the old month of 
September has girded up its loins 
and 16 preparing to set a few new 
records itself, according to figures 
compiled at the office of C. F. von 
Herrmann, director of the loca] 
weather bureau. Already the rec- 
ord for high temperature has been 
broken and with summer apparently 
still young the record for total num- 
ber of days with the temperature 
above 90 degrees may be broken. 

Up until Thursday night there had 
been sixteen days in September in 
which the thermometer registered 
above 90. The next closest record 
was in 1896, when there were eleven 
days with the temperature above 
90. In thie month there were ten 
consecutive days, from September 12 
to September 21, when the tempera- 
ture was above 90. A new record 
was almost established, but the 
temperature dropped to 86 degrees 
Thursday, In 1896 there were ten 
consecutive days, from September 1 
to September 9, when the tempera- 
ture was above 90 degrees. To show 
how remarkable the changes in 
weather can be, it was pointed out 
that last year, 1920, the thermome- 
ter did not reach 90 degrees during 
the entire month of September. 

In 1899 there were 51 days dur- 
ing the summer when the thermome- 
ter went above 90 degrees. This 
year the thermometer has reached 
90 or higher 47 times. Five more 
days above 90 and another record 
will be made. In 1884 there were 
but three days during the entire 
Summer when the 90-degree mark 
was reached, and, strangely, two of 
these days were in October, the 
other being in July. 

September of this year already has 
been warmer than any month during 
the summer. In May the thermome- 
ter reached 90 degrees five times: 
in June 12 times, in July 8, in August 
6, and already in September 16 
times. 

In rainfall also, the month has 
been unusual, the total rainfall up 
until Thursday being .97 Inches. 


Norma] rainfall for the month is 
2.74 inches, September thus far be- 


ing 1.77 inches below normal. In 
September, 1919, the rainfall was 


1.12 inches. In 1884 it was but .08 
of an inch, while in 1888 the rain- 
fall was 14.26 inches, the largest 
ever recorded here during the month 
of September. Rain has fallen but 
five days during the month so far 
this year. 

Practically no change in tempera- 
ture will come in the next 48 hours, 
according to the forecast at the 
weather bureau given out Thurs- 
day,

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HUDSON CHARGES 
CRUEL TREATMENT 


Asserts That Brutal 
Methods Have Been 
Used in Efforts to Ob- 
tain Confession.

Albany, Ga., September 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Glen Moore Hudson, who ts 
to be Placed on trial in Dougherty 
Superior court next week charged 
With the murder of his two step- 
children, made public at a statement 
today through his attorney, Claude 
Peyton, in which he charges the of- 
ficers who have had charge of him 
of brutal conduct toward him, of 
trying to force him to confess that 
he is guilty and of using his wife, 
also in jail, in an attempt to wring 
a confession from him. The state- 
ment deals principally with events 
that have occurred since Hudson 
was brought back to Dougherty 
county from Macon several weeks 
ago. 

Probably the most. sensational 
section of Hudson’s statement is 
that in which he accuses the offi- 
cers of bringing his wife into his 
presence and inducing her to ag- 
gravate him in an effort to make 
him confess and that on the night 
of the same day he was carried into 
the presence of two strange men 
and told that he would be hand- 
cuffed and electricity would be 
turned On and that he would be 
lynched if he did not confess. 

Intimation igs made in the state- 
ment that efforts were undertaken 
to place a dictaphone in the ac- 
cused man’s ceéll at the jail. 

Later in the statemrent Hudson 
Says that he was again threatened 
and that one of them, probably

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DOCTORS TESTIFY 
AT FIRST HEARING 
IN ARBUCKLE CASE 


Autopsy Surgeons Agree 
That External Force 
Caused Death of Vir- 
ginia Rappe. 


WAS IN GOOD HEALTH 
PREVIOUSLY, THEY SAY 


Courtroom Crowded With 
Women— Lowell Sher- 
man Gives His Version 
of Fatal Party. 


San Francisco, September 22. 
Roscoe (Fatty) Arbuckle was fight- 
ing on his second line of defenses 
Thursday. 

He sat beside his pretty, big- 
eyed wife, Minta Durfee, and listen- 
ed to his attorneys wrangle and 
Struggle in the courtroom to pre- 
vent Police Judge Lazarus ordering 
him to trial before the superior 
court on a charge of murdering Vir- 
ginia Rappe, of Los Angeles, as an 
aftermath of his Labor day “party” 
in a San Francisco hotel. 

Fatty’s famous baby eyes dimmed 
and he turned his head away when 
a big photograph of the body of 
Virginia Rappe was handed to wit- 
ness for identification. Then he 
turned to his wife and she patted 
his hand and clenched his arm a 
little tighter. Fatty straightened 
up—he was fighting a life and 
death battle and his first love, the 
gir] from whom he had been sepa- 
rated for two years, was standing by 
him. 

The evidence at the preliminary 
hearing was damaging to Arbuckle’s 
defense. Doctors testified that only 
one thing—external force—a blow or 
a fall—could have caused the death 
of Miss Rappe. 

Was in Good Health. 

They described in detail the con- 
dition of her body, Their testimony 
was couched in medica} terms. In 
brief, the physicians agreed that the 
bruises they found on the body were 
the result ofa blow or a struggle: 
that Miss Rappe was not suffering 
from any infeetious disease as 
nurses had testified at the inquest; 
that she had been in good health 
prior to her last fatal illness. 

The hearing was held before a 
courtroom crowded with women— 
women of-every kind. 

There were. sprightly showgirls; 


‘flashily dressed women from the 


cafes; just plain, curious girls, and 
dowagers galore. 

In the front seats, with their eyes 
ninned closely on Fatty sat eighteen 
clubwomen—composing the women’s 
vigilance committee, delegated by 
the women’s clubs of San Francisco 
to watch the Arbuckle case in the 
interests of justice to womanhood. . 

But only a handful of the hundreds 
of women who wanted to eee Fatty 
on trial were in the courtroom. It 
took fifty policemen to handle the 
crowds which swarmed through the 
eorridorg of the hall of justice and 
blocked the street outside.

Buzz —Buzz —Buzz—swat! swat!

For the first time in a long pe- 
riod of years Atlanta Is mosqulto- 
ridden and virtually every part of 
the city is infested. Druggists are 
working day and night shifts sell- 
ing “skeeter shoo” remedies and 
citizens are making the night air 
blue with their expletives as they 
try fruitlessly to drive the buzzing 
and biting pests out of the house. 

From Buckhead to College Park 
and from Bolton to Decatur the 
“skeeters’”’ are active in_ clouds, 
Swarms, droves, herds, flocks and 
schools. Countenances of nine out 
of every ten citizens show marks 
of the pestiferous skeeter and their 
bodies are as speckled as the neck 
of a freckled-faced kid. 


r) Breed in Water. 
From an authority connected with | 
public health service it was learned | 
Thursday that mosquitoes cannot! 
breed except in stagnant water and 
he said this water probably can 
be found in the “catch boxes” of 
the storm sewers of Atlanta It 
was explained that water sometimes 
is allowed to stand in these boxes 
and trash accumulates in the stag- 
nant water in which “pot holes” are 
formed where the mosquitoes breed. 
It was pointed out that the city 
health authorities require that oil 
be placed on these catch boxes, but 
the expert declared that in many 
cases the oil igs poured in through 
Small perforationg and does not 
reach all the “pot holes” in the 
boxes and in the storm sewer. 
Close co-operation between 
city sanitary department and city 
health department is the remedy 
usually applied when mosquitoes 
become numerous, according to the 
expert. , 

It was explained that there are 
two kindg of mosquitoes found in 
Atlanta now. one of them being a 
malaria carrier. This is the first 
time in years that the malaria-car- 
rying mosquito has made its ap- 
pearance here. One of the mosqui- 
toes is called “culex” and breeds in 
tin cans, roughs and other places 
around a house where stagnant wa- 
ter is found. The other Is “ano- 
phales” and breeds probably in the 
storm sewers, according to the ex- 
pert. The culex “sings” when it is 
in a room while the other is silent. 
The malaria carrier does not hurt 
when it stings, according to the ex- 
pert, while the other does.

MURDER IS CHARGED 
TO CONCESSION MAN 


Six Others in Hands of 
Police as Witnesses. 
Widow Leaves to Take 
Charge of Body. 


While hundreds of people looked 
on, Ww. C. Feenert years old, 
of 158 East Georgia avenue, Atlan- 
ta, and his business partner, 
Charles Stewart, of Indianapolis, 
Ind., were shot dnd killed at the 
Tennessee state fair grounds in 
Nashville late Thursday afternoon. 

Nashville police, according to sgd- 
vices from the Tennessee city 
Thursday nicht, are holding 
Charles Billmeyer on two counts 
of murder in connection with the 
shooting. Billmeyer, according to 
reports reaching here, operated a 
lunch stand at the place where the 
shooting occurred, It is said police 
have So far been unable to fasten 
the shooting on him. Hundreds were 
at the stand when it occurred, eat- 
ing or watching the harness race, 
according to Nashville advices. 

Six others are also held by the 
police on technical charges in or- 
der to obtain thelr testimony soon. 
They are J. E. Boyte, a farmer; 
Stanley Males, brakeman; W. E. 
Shaw and A. L. Williams, govern- 
ment employees, and Charles Rob- 
ertson and Hazel Davis, employees 
at the Billmeyer lunch stand. <Ac- 
cording to Nashville detectives all 
six made statements Thursday 
night.

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Two Wounds in Each. 


There were tio bullet wounds in 
the body of each man, according 
to Nashville advices. Whether a 
bullet which passed through Puck- 
ett’s body killed Stewart or wheth- 
er the gun was also aimed at the 


Indianapolis man remained a mys-. 


tery tonight. All witnesses are said 
to have agreed that only two shots 
were fired. The gun has not been 
found. An autopsy was held Thurs- 
day night over Stewart’s body to 
determine the caliber of the bullet 
and in that way identify the gun. 

According to witnesses, Nashvilie 
reports said, Stewart backed Bill- 
meyer in the latter’s lunch stand 
at the fair grounds. Billmeyer was 
Said to have been drinking Thurs- 
day and was rebuked by Puckett, 
collector on the concessions, for be- 
ing drunk. 

Witnesses are said to have de- 
clared that Billmeyer afterwards 
was heard to say, “if he bawls me 
out any more I’m going to kill 
him.” 

Shots Ring Out. 

Late Thursday afternoon, accord- 
ing to Nashville advices, Puckett 
brought Stewart to the Billmeyer 
Stand and the two went back of 
the stand. Two shots rang out. 
Stewart fell dead and Puckett 
staggered out into the walkway: He 
died a few minutes later at the 
emergency hospital on the fair 
grounds. 

Puckett Was shot once in the 
right kidney, the bullet ranging 
upward and coming out near the 
heart. He was shot again in 2 
back, the bullet coming out in the 
middie of the breast, it was said. 
One bullet clipped the upper muscle 
of Stewart’s left arm, while the 
Other entered his right breast and 
caused his death.

Mannheim, September 22.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Desolation 
and ruing alone remain of what was 
once the flourishing town of Op- 
pau. The town had 6,500 residents, 
of which & Majority of the men en- 
gaged in the chemical works were 
killed or wounded. Soldiers in 
French umiforms are clearing away 
the wreckage, picking up the dead 
and injuréd as after a big battle. 

Eleven hundred. dead and four 
thousand injured is the latest es- 
timate of the disaster yesterday, 
Which caused a greater number of 
casualties in the Mannheim-Lud- 
Wigshafen district than the four 
years of the war. The desolation 
around Oppau equals anything seen 
at Verdun or in Flanders over a 
similar area. Hundreds of per- 


sons are digging in the ruins for 
the bodies of relatives or friends, 


been recovered. 

Thirty-six hours after the ex- 
plosion from the gaping, funnel- 
like hole whete the Badische works 
formerly stood, still may be heard 
moanings and cries of the wounded. 
While the soldiers search for pos- 
sible survivors. Twenty-five hun- 
dred of the injured are reported to 
have passed through the. hospitals 
of the surrounding cities.

New York, September 22.—Virginia 
Rappe was hilarious from the ef-

“The refreshments,” he said, “con- 
sisted of a very fine quality of 
Scotch whisky and an equally fine 
quality of gin, which were partaken 
of very freely by everyone present. 

“Arbuckle’s guests began arriving 
at noon, and by 1 o’clock there were 
about a dozen present. I went out 
to telephone, and when I returned 
I was introduced to Miss Rappe. 

“T noticed the young lady was 
rather hilarious, evidently from the 
effects of the liquor. The next I 
head was when I] came from my 
room and Arbuckle said to me, the 
young lady was ill. His exact words 
were: ‘That Rappe girl is sick.’ She 
was then in Arbuckle’s room. 

“T went into Arbuckle’s bedroom 
and looked in the door, and saw the 
young lady on one of the twin beds 
tearing off her clothes, clutching 
at her stomach, and evidently in 
pain, groaning. I realized she had 
had something to drink, and said: 
‘Guess the little girl has a bun on, 
and has indigestion.’” 

The women in the party, Sherman 
said, took off what of Miss Rappe’s 
clothes were left on her and put 
her in a bathtub, 

When the girl fafled to revive, he 
continued, the house physician was 
called, and Arbuckle rented another 
room for the girl around the corner 
from his own. 

About this time, Sherman told the 
district attorney, Arbuckle came to 
him and said: “The party is getting 
a little rough, and we'd better see 
what we can do. Tell them the re- 
porters are coming up to see me 
and they’d better get out.” 

The actor said that was the !ast 


he saw of Miss Rappe, and that he 
r.turned to Los Angeles with Ar- 
buckle the next day. 

Arbuckle never told him what 
happened when he and Miss Rappe 
were alone in the bedroom, he said, 
and he never asked him, 

Sherman said the police had in- 
formed him he could go wherever 
he chose, and told the district at- 
torney he would be at his call when- 
ever he might be needed,

As Car Makes Plunge 
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The photograph shown above shows the automobile of J. T. 
McIntyre in the position it took after making a plunge through the 
guard rails of an inclined drive, which nearly cost Mr. McIntyre his life. 


All Wednesday night and part of 
Thursday morning a seven-passen- 
ger automobile owned by J. L. Mc- 
Intyre, of McIntyre Brothers’ meat 
market, hung at a perilous angle 
across the inclined drive from the 
basement to the main floor in the 
Forsyth Street garage of the Au- 
tomobile Service company a8 a re- 
sult of one of the most peculiar 
accidents in Atlanta in years. Mr. 
McIntyre escaped serious injury, 
but was badly bruised and shaken 
u 


p. 

The automobile started from its 
Place against a wall opposite the 
inclined drive with a lurch as Mr. 
McIntyre attempted to start it by 
rolling it, after the self-starter had 
failed to start the motor. There 
were no other cars in the path of 
the automobile, which accounts for 
the comparatively little damage 
done. 

It was the intention of Mr. Me- 
Intyre, after he and Charles Grif- 
fin, night manager of the garage, 
had started the car rolling across 
the floor, to jump into the driver's 
seat, throw the car in gear and 


|/then engage the dead motor. 


It 
was afterward discovered that the 
car had been left in low gear. The 
motor starting so quickly after the 
car began rolling, enabled the au- 
tomobiie to gain considerable speed 
by the time it crashed through the 
two by four rails which guarded 
the side of the inclined drive. 

The care was badly damaged in 
the crash and Mr. McIntyre received 
his bruises when he jumped toward 
the car in an effort to throw on 
the emergency grake and later 
jerked away from the car. His 
watch chain caught in the door of 
the car. Just as the car made its 
lurch through the scantlings guard- 
ing the drive, Mr. McIntyre jerked 
the chain loose in time to watch 
from the floor his car settle to an 
angle of 90 degrees, suspended only 
os Pg lower scantlings of the guard 
rails. 

In freeing himself from the car 
at the time he did, Mr. McIntyre 
probably saved his life as the steer- 
ing wheel was literally cut from 
the steering post as it struck a 
two by four, which had already 
smashed the windshield.

The British 
Columbia police are not interested 
in him. He is taking liquor out of 
the country, which he has a perfect 
right to do. If the American pro- 
hibition enforcement agents catch 
him in Puget sound it’s a miracle, 
He may be picked up selling the 
liquor after he gets it to the United 
States, but the matter of getting it 
there is easy. In the meantime, the 
liquor dealer in Vancouver who 
sold him the stuff is within his 
rights. He has complied with the 
Canadian law and the American law 
cannot touch him. He should get 
gray hairs in his youth!

centered in Georgia hereafter. 

“Akron uses four to five hundred 
thousand pounds of tire fabric daily, 
and I believe that the future will 
see more and more of this pound- 
age produced In Georgia. We ex- 
pect to put both our mills on a 
twenty-four-hour production sched- 
ule aS SOOn as we can possibly do 
so. My journey through the south 
the last few days leads me to fore-

|All Georgia Women’s Clubs 


May Join National Body 


Resolutions of more than state- 
wide import were passed by the 
executive board, Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, meeting yester- 
day at the Atlanta Woman's club. 

Chief among these were resolu- 
tions introduced by Mrs. Samuel M. 
Inman, director for Georgia, General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, recom- 
mending to the state convention in 
November that every club in the 
state federation go into the general 
federation, the method to be an 
amendment to the by-laws, by which 
aclub membership in the state or- 
ganization would automatically car- 
ry the club into the national body. 

Resolutions offered by Miss Alice 
Baxter were passed that the state 
federation declare itself in favor of 
establishing some part of the Cher- 
okee reservation as a national park, 
and that it take steps for such es- 
tablishment. 

Mrs. J. K. Ottley presented resolu- 
tions commending those boards of 
review which have withdrawn the 
Fatty Arbuckle pictures. The reso- 
lutions declared that he should no 
longer be the entertainer of Georgia 
chiidren; urged that his films should 
be withdrawn for al) time, and calls 
upon 4@al) self-respecting citizens of 
Georgia (both men and women) tv 
use all proper means to convince 1lo- 
cal exhibitors of their determination 
not to stand for Arbuckle films. 

Mrs. Ottley urged, also, that a 
resolution passed by the board in 
1910 be called attention to and em- 
vhasized to the effect that editors 
be asked to help in the suppression 
of indecent details in trials. 


Wire to Harding. 

Mrs. Hays introduced a resolution 
commending the work of the Geor- 
gia association which, through a 
sense of loyalty to the state, and a 
realization of Georgia’s great nat- 
ural resOurcesare striving to put 
this information before the world, a 
work which is exactly in line with 
the efforts of the federation. 

Mrs. Inman introduced a resolu. 
tion that a telegram be sent to Pres- 
ident Harding urging the appoint- 
ment as a member of the advisory 
delegation to represent the Unitea 
States government in the armament 
conference of Mrs. Thomas G. Win- 
ter, president of the General! Federa- 


tion of Women’s Clubs, who repre- 
sents 1,758,000 women, and who is 
well qualified by her experience to 
be of serivce in such office. 

Mrs. H. H. McCall and Mrs. Pur- 
dom, of Sparta, introduced resolu- 
tions which called upon the club 
women of the state to secure copies 
of all federal bills for which they 
have been asked their indorsement, 
especially the Towner-Stirlinge and 
the public welfare bill, and study 
them before action be taken as to 
indorsement. 


Armistice Day. 


The State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, which inaugurated last year 
a state-wide obervance of Armistice 
day, voted to memorialize the day 
this year by a state-wide movement 
for two minutes’ silence On the part 
of every man, woman and child in 
Georgia at1l o’colcek onthe morning 
of November 11, this idea suggested 
by Mrs. Ottley. 

The greatest interest of the meet- 
ing centered in the resolutions in- 
treduced by Mrs. Inman that the 
membership in the state federation 
be made to imply also membership 
inthe general federation. She pro- 
posed it as a fitting celebration or 
the federation’s twenty-fifth anni- 
versary, and an appropriate tribute 
tothe general federation president, 
Mrs. Thomas G. Winter, when she 
comes to the state convention in No- 
vember. 

The preamble of the resolution 
stated that the Georgia federation 
has responsibilities in connection 
with the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. The clubs should 
be more and more alive to this re- 
sponsibility as the best means of 
promoting the national and state 
federations; the general federa- 
tion is no stronger than the states 
make it, and individual clubs of 
Georgia were among the founders of 
the general federation, and have 
received great benefit therefrom. 

It provided, therefore, that reve- 
nue be provided by changing the 
by-laws to raise the dues of clubs 


which are on a per capita basis to $6 
for every club of thirty members,

TAX ASSESSMENT 


SUBJECT OF TALK: 


BY PHILADELPHIAN 


The Atlanta Association of Build- 
ing Managers and Owners listened 
to a luncheon address yesterday at 
the Ansley hotel by Walter W. Pol- 
lock, of Philadelphia, his 
being “Equitable Tax Assessment 


or Real Estate as Developed by the | 


Somers System,” 

Mr. Pollock has been here for sev- 
eral days to discuss with Atlanta 
city officials the proposal to fur- 
nish a service to assist the city tax 
assessors in the équalization of the 
assessments in Atlanta, and the 
building managers were interested 
in learning something of the Som- 
ers methods of valuation. 

A feature of the address was a 
large map of the business center of 
the city and the audience was asked 
to express opinions concerning the 
relative valuations of the street 
frontages. The 100 per cemt front- 
age was agreed to be on the east 
side of Peachtree street at Five 
Points and the relative advantages 
of the intersecting streets ranged 
from 50 to 80 per cent of the best 
frontages. 

The Somers system Was described 
as a method of securing thorough 
publicity and the assistance of prop- 
erty owners a consensus of 
opinion as to the comparative val- 
ues of the street frontages. These 
comparative values when appraised 
in terms of the unit foot form the 
basis of the assessment of individ- 
ual lots. The unit foot consists‘of 
one foot frontage and 100 feet deep, 
lots of greater or less depth being 
measured by the Somers depth per- 
centage for Inside lots. The in- 
fluences of corner accessibility, and 
of alleys, railway and possible wa- 
ter frontages are separately com- 
puted by uniform methods. The re- 
sult is claimed to be uniformity of 
valuation throughout the city, with 
the consequence of practiftally exact 
equity in assessment as between the 
various property owners.

Williams to Retire 
From American 


Railway Express 


William G. Smith to Succeed 
Him as Vice President of 
Southern Departments. 


E. M. Williams, operating vice 
president southern departments of 
the American Railway Express com- 
pany, will retire on October 1 to 
enter private business in New York 
and wil] be succeeded by William G., 
Smith, heretofore general manager 
of the Ohio department of the com- 
pany, with headquarters at Cleve- 
land, Ohio. This announcement was 


made Thursday. 

Tne southern departments of the 
American Railway kxpress com- 
prise the territory with the north- 
ern boundary following the north- 
ern state line of Kentucky, passing 
through West Virginia via Charles- 
town and following the northern 
boundaries of that state to the 
Chesapeake bay. The western boun- 
dary of the territory passes through 
the extreme western part ot Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, following the 
Illinois Central lines from Cairo, 
lil. through Kentucky, Tennessee 
and Mississippi to New Orleans, La., 
and thence to the gulf. All the 
territory east and south of these 
poundaries is included in the south- 
ern departments of the carrier. 

Mr. Williams is one of the best 
known express executives in the 
south. Before the formation of the 
American Railway Express in July, 
1918,°as a result of the merger of 
all of the old express companies 
under the direction of the United 
States railroad administration Mr. 
Williams had been’ prominently 
identified with the Southern and 
Adams Express companies. He en- 
tered the business in 1891 and later 
beame 6ecretary to M. J. O’Brien, 
vice president and genera] manager 
of the Southern Express company. 

Becomes Assistant. 

When Mr. O’Brien became presi- 
dent of the Southern Mr, Williams 
was made his assistant, later be- 
coming general superintendent of 
the western department of the 
Southern Express company and 
afterwards genera] manager. 

In 1912 he was appointed second 
vice president in charge of traffic 
and three years later vice president 
in charge of traffic for both the 
Southern and Adams Express com- 
panies. In this position his head- 
— were removed to New York 
city. 

When the American Railway Ex- 
press was formed in 1918 Mr. Wil- 
liams was placed in charge of its 
operatoins in the south, where he 
nas been directing operations in 
that important territory since, with 
headquarters in Atlanta. 

Mr. Williams is a director of the 
Lowry National bank and is con- 
nected with other prominent busi- 
ness interests of the city. He is a 
member of the Capital City, Pied- 
mont Driving and Druid Hills clubs. 

The New Operative Head. 

William G.. Smith, who comes to 
Atlanta as the new regional] operat- 
ing vice president in the south, has 
spent fortyjtwo yeare a8 an express-~ 
man and has had an exceptionally 
interesting career. 

He began as a clerk for the 
American Express in 1879 at Wau- 
pun, Wis. Two years later found 


him. an assistant night clerk in 
Milwaukee, the same _§ State, and 
through his fidelity to his duties 
was promoted to route agent. In 
that position his territory was 
changed from time to time until an 
appointment came to become super- 
intendent at Milwaukee. That was 
in 1892 and he afterwards was ad- 
vanced to assistant to genera] man- 
ager and later to assistant to vice 
president and general manager of 


traneition in the express 
business led to his assignment a8 
manager of the central department 
of the Amrican Express at Cleve- 
land. In the interest of the Ameri- 
can Express company Mr. Smith 
was temporarily detached from his 
duties so that he might take a trip 
to the Orient, and as an experi- 
enced expressman determine 
whether it was feasible to intro- 
duce in the Philippines and else- 
where a railway express service 
similar to that conducted in the 
United States.

Since the New York Federal Reserve bank Wednesday announced 
a cut in its rediscount rate from 5 to 5% per cent, the probability of the 
institution in this region following the same action has been a question 
uppermost in the minds of all business men and bankers of the south. 
Joseph A. McCord, chairma of the board of the Atlanta institution, was 
asked for a statement relative to the matter late Thursday, but his 
only reply was to the effect that the federal reserve board in Wash- 
ington determined all such actions on the part of the regional banks, 
and that he was, therefore, not in a position to discuss the question. 

“The action of the New York institution was taken as the result 
of its large reserve,” the governor said, “and was determined after the 


reserve board had. held a conference.

The officials will be in 
close communication with the state 
department of agriculture’s bureau 
of markets. Either radio or tele- 
graph will be used in order to in- 
sure immediate transaction of all 
important reports and orders. 

“We have not decided whether 
wireless will be used in transmit- 
ting our orders and keeping ‘in 
touch with all points within the 
state,” eaid Commissioner Brown, 
“but if we do not we will use tele- 
graph. 

“Bach unit will be required to 
maintain closest co-operation with 
all farm organizations and empha- 
size the importance of orderly mar- 
keting of crops. 

“Tn Atlanta the bureau will be in 
communication with all the large 
marketing centers of this country.

Rountree Tells 


Of French Views 
On Return toU.S. 


BY CLIFFORD NEAR, JR. 

Daniel W. Rountree, Atlanta at- 
torney, returned to Atlanta Thurs- 
day from his twelfth visit to Paris 
and is full and running over with 
entertaining descriptions and in- 
Structive comments on that city 
and the devastated regions in noth- 
ern France. 

Mr. Rountree’s first visit to Paris 
was made in 1900 and when he re- 
turned Thursday from his latest 
visit he declarejl that he noticed 
little change in the city during the 
last 20 years. “The only change ] 
observed,” he said, ‘“‘was in the ho- 
tels, which have been modernized 
and have incorporated bathrooms, 
which were never seen there 29 
years ago. Bathrooms in the ho- 
teis of other large towns in France 
are even noW aS scarce as hen 
teeth. Most of the towns have pub- 
lic bath houses, and generally peo- 
ple go to them once or twice a 
month. I was with a party of 14 
last month when we stopped at a 
hotel] at Rheims, and as there Were 
only three baths in the hotel, we 
found it necessary to take turns.” 

When asked how French hotels 
compared with American hostelries, 
he stated that tne Claridges hotel 
at Paris is as good as the Biltmore 
hotel at New York, but that those 
in the provinces were below those 
in America. 


Respect Americans, 


he respect which was expressed 
On every hand for Americans was 
a revelation to Mr. Rountree, for 
reports have been circulated 
throughout the United States that 
the French were disgusted with 
Americans. Howeve2, when prohibl- 
tion was mentioned in the presence 
of a Frenchman, a jocular laugh en- 
sued, and the Frenchman would ex- 
press wonder that: a people who 
claim to be free should bind them- 
selves on prohibition, he said. Mr. 
Rountree told of his difficulties in 
obtaining drinking water, for ev- 
ervbody, he said. from the time they 
are five vears old, drinks wine. Dur- 
ing his entire visit. he declared, he 
never saw a drunk Frenchman. 

The French neople possess great 
fear that the Germans are making 
Plans to get back at the French for 
the defeat in 1918, he said. “The 
French people have an intuition 
that the Germans are trying to 
evade paying the indemnity.” 
stated © Mr. tountree, “and the 
French are determined that they 
snall pav. The consensus of opin- 
fon tn France !s that Germany is 
better fixed itndustriallvy than any 
other Furopean country. AS re- 
rards the possible break in the 
English-French altiance, the gen- 
eral opinion is that no slight dif- 
ferences. such as the Silesian plen- 
escite dispute’, can cause severance 
of relations.” 

French Optimistic. 

Mr. Rountree stated that the 
French are optimistic about the 
beneficial results of the disarma- 
ment conference which will be held 
soon in Washington. He declared 
that they consider it as good a 
thing as the league of nations. 

Reiative to French and American 
women, he stated that the French 
women are pretty, indeed, but that, 
after all, the American women reign 
supreme over the women of any 
country in looks. He also declared 
that Amercan women wear shorter 
skirts than the French. The wild 
life of Paris before the war is not 
there now, he said, and most every- 
body is off the streets by 11 o’clock. 
The gambling houses of Paris are 
not so active as before the war, 
he said. 

“There. are three things 
are very difficult to wet in France, 
he said. “They are matches, baths 
and ice. When you order a high- 
ball it is usually accompanied by 
a piece of ice the size of an Ameri- 
can half-dollar. You have to order 
six or seven times before you are 
given enough ice to really enjoy 
the drink. In a town of 3,000 pop- 
ulation there is no sign of ice. It 
is one of the luxuries of Paris. A 
zood scheme, In my opinion, would 
be for the Atlantic Ice and Coal 
corporation to establish a branch 
ice factory in France. It would 
pay anybody to do so. :

popular tobacco there, though, is 
the English tobacco. The French 
government still has a monopoly of 
all tobacco, and one of the great- 
est duties of the customs officers 
there is to detect too much tobacco 
being introduced in the country by 
travelers. If a traveler is found 
bringing in more than about ten 
packages of cigarettes, or 20 
cigars, the customs officers have 
40 minutes’ pow-wod, and finally 
decide to let you pass after paying 
something like 1 france and 25 cen- 
times.” . 

When asked about traffic condi- 
tions in Paris, he declared that 
there are no noticeable laws re- 
garding traffic, except that the per- 
son who is run over instead of the 
driver usually has a case made 
against him. eawaver. an auto 
accident rarely happéns there, and 
the funny thing about it is that 
there is no speed limit,” he said. 
“The Paris taxi driver is the most 
daring and skillful in the world. 
Another thing which prevents ac- 
cidents in Paris is the nimbleness 
of all pedestrians there and the 
concrete islands in the middle of 
most of the streets.” 

People Artistic. 


In continuing to talk about Paris 
he stated that he found the same 
pleasure-loving, artistic and  hos- 
pitable people he observed on his 
eleven prior visits. “I was impress- 
ed by the absence of any habill- 
ments of mourning,’ he said. “I 
saw no maimed soldiers, none on 
crutches, and none without an arm 
or leg, nor anything to indicate 
that there had been a-war. The 
city seemed also to be financially 
prosperous. 

“Hiowever, the sheer poverty in 
the devastated region was in strik- 
ing contrast with the wealth and 
luxury of Paris. I saw a widow and 
children and a pig and cow living 
practically under one small roof, 
with less than an acre of ground 
as a source of support for all. It 
was then that I realized as never 
before the value and worth of the 
charity of Americans who_- send 
monthly allowances to children or- 
phaned by the war.” 

In the bus in which Mr. Rountree 
toured the devastated region was 
Justice Pitney, of the United States 
supreme court, who introduced him- 
self. While in Paris he met Mr. 
and Mrs. Albert Thornton, Mrs. Sta- 
cey Ernest Hill and George A. 
Speer, all of Atlanta. Mr. and Mrs. 
T. T. Miller, of Columbus, Ga., trav- 
eled in company with Mr. Rountree 
during the entire trip. 

Visited War Aren, 


Mr. Rountree visited the Marne, 
Chateau-Thierry, Belleau wood, 
Rheims and Soissons. Mr. Rountree 
and his companions carried a 
wreath of flowers to place on the 
grave of Marcus W. Beck, Jr., son 
of Judge Beck, of the Georgia su- 
Ppreme court, but found that his 
body had been shipped back to the 
United States. 

“K’rench and Germans are indis- 
criminately buried in the battle 
cemeteries,’ declared Mr. Rountree. 
“Over each grave there is a cross, 
except that a star marks a Jew’'s 
grave. The graves of the French 
and Germans, however, are distin- 
guished by the cross over the Ger- 
man bala black, while that over 
the Frenchman is white. 

“Witkout a visit, no one can con- 
ceive of the work of . destruction 
and devastation, or the immensity 
and thorough preparation of the 
Hindenburg line. 

“The cathedral at Rheims was not 
injured as much as I expected, and 
its practical restoration seems prob- 
able, and to that end thousands of 
artists and workmen are daily en- 
Zaged 
each piece of stone, wood or glass.” 

He stated that some 35,000-work- 
men are nOw restoring the city of 
Rhelms, which was with the excep- 
tion of 17 homes, completely de- 
stroved. He aleo declared that the 
famous statuary of the city was en- 
tirely saved by the use of an enor- 
mous quantity of sand bags.
